War drums roll over Ethiopia as 
Emperor Haile Selassie’s barefooted 
soldiers trudge off to the Italian 
front. 
Peace he desires, this descendant 
of Solomon and the Queen of Sheba 
has said time and again, but lie will 
take up the gage of battle lf Italy 
throws it down. 
Repeatedly Hie king of kings and 
the conquering* lion of Judah has 
appealed his controversy with Beni­ 
to Mussolini to the league of na­ 
tions. citing the thousands upon 
thousands of armed men ll Duce has 
thrown into east Africa and urging 
prompt action for settlem ent with­ 
out recourse to warfare. 
Now the quarrel, arising out of 
border incidents late last year and 
early this year, is in the hands of 
conciliators, though Mussolini has 
warned Italy not to expect too much 
from that procedure. 
War, lf it comes, will not come be­ 
fore September when the rainy .sea­ 
son ends, military observers agre*', 
and Haile Selassie is spending the 
intervening months whipping 
his 
military machine into tip-top con­ 
dition. 
“Ethiopia does not want war,” he 
said recently, “but Ethiopia will re­ 
sist any invasion to the utmost.” 
Deeds back up his words, Dusky- 
.skinned warriors, some of tile rn' clad 
in second-hand uniforms, some in 
the traditional white gown, nearly 
all bare-footed, marched 
by the 
palace even as he spoke. 
One hundred thousand men, say 
dispatches from Rome and Addis 
Ababa, have been moved up to the 
front. They are described as fairly 
well 
equipped, 
well-armed, 
their 


communications and simply facilities 
in good order. 
Unlike 
the Ethiopian army of 
1899, which inflicted upon an in­ 
vading Italian force an overwhelm­ 
ing deft at that still rankles in Rome, 
Haile Selassie's soldiers today have 
\vii-eless and airplane communication 
Instead of barefoot runners, modern 
rifles anti machine guns instead of 
sabers and ancient firearms. 
War supplies arrive daily through 
Djibouti. 
Early last month Italian 
sources estimated 1.060 tons of arms 
and munitions had been imported, 
ami Italy formally protested to na­ 
tions furnishing arms to the African 
country.
